Boston, Feb. 2. 

The London Times of the 19th nit., received 
by the Arabia. i«iints out to Russia and the other 
I powers the fallacy of supposing that the readiness 
of the English nation to make peace was at 
all proportioned to iLs unwillingness to com- 
mence the war. It says the nation lias "ot 
over that first shock, and is beginning to make our 
element of that which a little while ago we re- 
garded with the most genuine horror anti aversion. 
There is a strong sentiment which objects to the 
termination of hostilities before we have had the 
opportunity of putting forth <>ttr whole streu-th 
and vindicating in a new field against a new en- 
emy, our own asieiont. renown: we mention these 
things for the v ery sake of peace, the prelimina- 
ries of which Itave as it appears been signed be 
tween Esterhaz.v and Nesselrode; for in the pre- 
sent temper of the public of England auv at- 
tempt, however slight, to renew the diplomatic 
maneoHivers would result in an immediate ex- 
plosion of popular feeling which might render it 
impossible to proceed further in a pacific direc- 
tion. 

The city article iu the London Times of Friday 
evening says the operations on the English funds 
to-day have been comparatively of a steady char- 
acter, and seems for tho present to have settled 
in an improvement. 

At the stock exchange there were fuller em- 
ployment for money, and short loans of Govern- 
ment securities were in request at fully 5 per cent. 
No fresh news has transpired to infiueuce the 
course of business, ("it the impression is, that the 
Government, while they n resolved not tore- 
lapse in their preparations, are disposed to believe 
that the negotiation commenced will go on to a 
rapid and satisfactory conclusion. This tends to 
give gepera! stability to the appearance of the 
market.

Thfl Election of Speaker. 

It will boDe- ii by our Congressional news that 
Banks, of Massachusetts, has been elected Speak- 
er. We hope the Democrats in Congress, and 
the Democrats in the country who have been ap- 
plauding the action of the Democrats in Con- 
gress, will now feel happy over the result of their 
labors and efforts. They have succeeded iu ele- 
vating a Black Republican to the Speakership; 
let them wear all the laurels due to the achieve- 
ment. Banks owes his election to the action of 
the Democrats in Congress, They areas respon- 
sible for his election as if they had voted outright 
for him ; for they persistently refused to pursue 
the only course which could ensure his defeat, 
and effect an organization upon national conserv- 
ative grounds.

He has no connection with the American party; I 
but in his canvas he refused to vilify and abuse 
the American party, and said that so far as a 
change of the naturalization laws was concerned, 
he agreed with them — lie thought there ought to 
be a change, and further restrictions imposed. 

He tvns therefore not offensive to the American 
party. Well, the National Americtins proposed 
Mr. Smith, and all, save one, of their number 
present, voted for him; but only seventeen Dem- 
ocrats could be found to vote with them! Again, 
the National Americans proposed that all con- 
servative men in the House should vote first for 
Mr. Orr, a Democrat of Soutli Carolina, and the 
Democratic candidate, and if they failed to elect 
him, that they should all in like manner vote for 
Mr. Fuller, the caiufidatc of the National Amer- 
icans. But the Democrats refused. Thev were 
not willing that even their own candidate should 
be elected, unless the insulting Democratic cau- 
cus platform was indorsed by that election. 

Oil another day the American party, through 
Hon. A. K. Marshall, our own immediate Repre- 
sentative, proposed that all the parties should 
withdraw their respective nominees, and thus 
allow members to vote according to their inclina- 
tions and judgment, without the embarrassment 
of party tics and platforms. And in presenting 
tlua proposition, Mr. Marshall said: 

“I will take occasion hereto state to the Demo- 
cratic party — for 1 must be permitted to say that 
1 have no proposition to make to the gentlemen 
on the other side of the House; but I wish to say 
to my friends on the Democratic side, that, with- 
out any consultation whatever with the members 
who compose the little body with which I act, I 
will venture to assert, that if Unit resolution is 
passed, we arc ready to accede to one of two pro- 
positions: First, we will name a man of their par- 
ty, one who has been acting with them through- 
out, one who procftiyns himself of their organ- 
ization — wc will name him, wc will unite upon 
him, and, if we can, we will elect him; And, if 
that proposition does not suit, they may take any 
man they choose of our pnrty, and wo will not 
dictate to them. They may select any one of 
our number that best suits their purposes, and we 
will unite with them, will act with them, and we 
will elect him.” 

This fair ami liberal proposition met with noth- 
ing but opposition from the leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic party, who showed so decided a repug- 
nance to it, that after giving them time to exhibit 
their feelings, Mr. Marshall withdrew it. 

Other liberal propositions were made by the 
National American party. Mr. Underwood, of 
Kentucky, proposed that the roll should be called 
and each member upon it, (except himself and 
such others as should obtain the consent of the 
House to be excused,) should be voted for as his 
amen was called ; that lie who received the high- 
est vote, if it were a majority of a quorum, should 
be Speaker ; if two received the same highest, 
or next to the highest number, then a test vote 
should be taken between them, and finally a test 
vote between the two highest, all other candidates 
being excluded. This would have been almost 
sure to result in the choice of a National man, 
and a Democrat ; but it would not have indorsed 
the caucus platform, and therefore the Democrats 
received it with no favor. 

On another occasion Mr. Whitney, a Na- 
tional American from New York, proposed a 
plan for effecting an election which was in sub- 
stance as follows: lie proposed a resolution that 

Mr. be declared Speaker, with a proviso that 

when the clerk reported the resolution in blank, 
any name might be proposed to fill the blank, and 
a vote by yeas and nays taken upon it. If the 
person proposed received a majority, then lie i The 
should be Speaker; if not, lie could not againbe 
offered until all the other members of the House 
had been tried and rejected. Thus the House 
would come each time to a direct vote for and 
jugainst some particular person. There would he 
no embarrassment from caucus platforms or nom- 
inations; no bargaining or swapping of votes. We 
doubt not Col. Humphrey- Marshall was right 
"hen he said that he believed it would effect an 
election in less than twenty ballots; and we do 
not doubt that it would have secured a conserva- 
tive Speaker. But the Democrats united with 
the lilock Republicans to defeat it; and it was |

We confess to considerable disappointment, 
though of au agreeable nature, in the perusal of 
this work.

It appears to have 
been the object of tin* author to give a true and 
faithful history of this King, to bring his charac- 
ter into full, clear light, to show how low man 
can sink, be lie ever so noble by birth, high in 
rank, great in power and majesty, and endowed 
with all that heart could wish, when he gives free 
rein to his desires and passions. Here wns a 
Prince, in early manhood raised to the throne of 
one ol the most powerful, and — as events proved — 

] the most firmly established kingdom of Europe. 

. _;ht of descent, and the 
people with unbounded delight, and joyful aecla 
motions bailed him as their King; his nation was 
at peace, civil war being hushed, and among the 
surrounding nations no open toe menacing her: 
wealth was his such as no sovereign in Europe 
possessed; wise counsellors surrounded him ; lie 
was blessed with superior learning, great person- 
al beauty and strength; and last, ihough not 
least, one ol the noblest and best of Europe’s 
daughters, a lady of rare piety, accomplishments, 
and beauty, shared with him his throne. Yet 
thougli thus outwardly blessed, though all things 
seemed to con-mire to make him great and good, 
inwardly he was wholly corrupt; his vile heart 
knew no affection for Ids kind, his little soul fear- 
ed neither God nor man ; no virtue dwelt within 
him. while all the vices hailed him as their pa- 
tron. He had no thought, no love, save of self. 
From the very first of his career wc see the per- 
fidious, avaricious, blood-thirsty, voluptuous, li- 
centious despot. 

The work before us is in truth what it professes 
to be, tin* history of Henry VIII. The author 
deals iu no digressions lint keeps constantly lie- 
fore him the great object of his work, and yet 
necessarily many characters are brought be- 
fore us. for this was a period when great men 
appeared upon the stage, and when great events 
were browing, >- vents that have brought blessings 
unspeakable to a large pnrtof the civilized world. 
Wolscv, the Hopes Julius II, <Leo X, and Cle- 
ment VII, the Emperor Charles V, the French 
King, Francis 1, the great reformer Luther, Cran- 
mer, and others, the men; the downfall of Wol 
soy the I’apist, and With him the Papacy ill Eng- 
land, and the rise of Cranmer, the hypercritical 
Reformer, with tin* rise of the Anglican Church, 
the first step towards its present freedom, the rise 
of I wither and the glorious effects which followed 
the spread of his doctrines, the events which 
mark this period. Wc cannot enlarge. The 
hook is full of interest written ill an attractive 
style, and though not a romance — in the com 
mon acceptation of that term — vet highly ro- 
mantic. 

Of the Queens wc have said nothing, though 
that part of the hook more particularly devoted to 
sketches of their lives is perhaps its most inter- 
csting portion.

Another Revolutionary Hero and Hiyineer 
Gone. — Rev. Philip W. Tavi.or, a native of Car- 
oline county, Ya., a soldier of the Revolution, 
and one of the early pioneers of Kentucky, died 
on the 24th ult., in Shelby county, Kv. He was 
present at the surrender of Cornwallis, a soldier 
in Col. Mathews’ regiment. In 17?1 he came to 
Kentucky. On his way down the river, his boat 
was attacked by the Indians twenty miles above 
Louisville, and several of his companions killed 
and wounded, himself among the latter. He 
knew personally Boone, Kenton,* Todd, Harlan, 
and indeed all the pioneer heroes who settled the 
State. He was for many years a Justice of the 
Peace in the county of Shelby, for two years its 
High Sheriff, and for sixty years a minister of 
the gospel. He was, perhaps, the last of the 
pioneer fathers, and in him was severed the last 
link that hound the hu»y, bustling generation of 
to-day to that stern old warrior race who con- 
quered and settled our beautiful State.
